Limitep Copartsersnirs. The following are the 
principal features of an act concerning Limited Copartaer- 
ships, which received the approval of the Lieut Governor 
on the teath instant. Partnerships for Banking or Iusur- 
ance, are not authorised by the act. Partnerships under 
the act may consist of one or more general partners, joint- 
ly and severally responsible as general partners now are, 
and oneor more special partners responsible only to the a- 
mount of the sums invested by each. The partners shall 
make and severally siga a certiGcate, which shall contain 
the name of the firm, the names and residences of the part- 
ners, designating which are special and which general, the 
amount of stock iavested by each special partner, the wa- 
ture of the business, and the time at which the partnership 
1s to commence and terminate; said certificate to be ac- 
knowledged hefore a Justice of the Peace by all the partners» 
and recorded in the office of the Registry of Deeds of the 
County, or of the counties where the firm have places of 
business in more than one; and after such registry, the cer- 
| tificate must be published in a newspaper, six successive 
weeks. The penalty for a fulee statement in the certif- 
cate, or of a neglect to publish, is to render all the partners 
liable as general partners. The same furms are to be re- 
newed at every renewal of the copartnership—and ino dis- 
solution is to be valid unless it 1s recorded with the origin- 
al certificate. ‘The business is to be conducted under the 
name of the general partners without tlie addition of *Com- 
pany,’ or any other general term, and the use of the name 
of a. special partner by the firm, with his'privity and con- 













partner, except with his copartners, renders him liableas 
a general partner. During the continuance of the copart- 
nership, no part of the capital stock isto be drawn there- 
from, and no division of interest or profits which shall re- 
duce the capital below the sum named ia the certificate, is 
to be made. If the property or assets shall at any time be 
inenfiicient to pey the debts of the frm, the special part- 
aers shall be liable for all sums drawn or received from the 
firm, with interest from the time when they were so with- 
jdrawn. General assignments in favor of creditors shall be 
valid only when the claims of all creditors are considered, 
aud the assent of creditors shall be presumed, except where 
they object within sixty days after public notice is given 
of the assigament. All suits are to be brought against the 
general partwers, except m cases, where under the act, the 
We kaow not how this act may be viewed by practical 
business men, but to us it appears an excellent one. It is 
a better preventive against usury, than any statute mak irg 
ugery penalcan be; and it aleo prevents the admission of 
cilent partners, who often become on a windy day, noisy 
and preferred creditors, instead of members of the firm.— 
The provirions against fraud on the part of the copartners 
are, we should think ample and satisfactory. It is tha actual
